Containers-on- 
barge has trial run

It may have seemed like it was 
a long way away from happening 
or that it might not ever happen, 
but on Friday, March 27 a trial run 
loading and moving intermodal 
containers via barge occurred 
in western Kentucky. Former 
Fulton County Judge/Executive 
David Gallagher spoke on this 
topic quite frequently during his 
eight years in office. 

While Gallagher is interested 
in the continued development of 
the Panama Canal he feels there 
are indications that the containers 
will have to be broken down into 
regular size containers. “That 
will be the issue,” Gallagher said. 
“These super containers will 


have to be broken down and that 
will increase the costs associated 
with transporting them.” 

The objective will be figuring 
out the niche on which to 
capitalize upon. “These super 
barges coming through the 
Panama Canal will be huge,” 
noted Gallagher. “Reloading 
them is where the expense will 
be.” 

Gallagher would like to see 
the Hickman-Fulton County 
Riverport Authority (HFCRA) 
capitalize on these containers 
and feels one of the best ways to 
achieve that goal is for the Port to 
build a working relationship with

TVA looks at tweaking 
their pricing schedules 


The Tennessee Valley Authority 
gave notice back in February 
2015 that it plans to change the 
way it charges customers for 
electricity. 

The nation’s largest public 
utility notified local power 
companies this month that its 
pricing schedules will be tweaked 
when the board meets to adopt a 
budget for the next year. 

According to Scott Brooks 
with TVA, “The TVA Board will 
approve any changes, likely in 
August. At this time, it is a bit 
early to know what the final 
proposal will look like.” 

Once that proposal is approved, 
local power companies such as 
Hickman Electric System and 


Hickman-Fulton Counties RECC 
will review it and proceed from 
there. 

“One of the components being 
discussed is peak and off peak 
pricing,” added Brooks. “The 
goal is to improve the pricing 
structure and work with the local 
power companies.” 

“Hickman Electric has to wait 
and see what changes in the rate 
structure the TVA board is going 
to approve in August,” added 
Dale Vowell Manager of Hickman 
Electric System. “At that time 
the Hickman Electric Plant 
board will review the changes 
to see how it will impact our

Price of gas on the rise 
after gas tax passes 


In the last few weeks gasoline 
prices have been climbing, after 
dropping below $2 a gallon 
in early 2015. This adversely 
affected county road department 
funds but made consumers 
smile. 

According to a recent article 
in the Lexington Herald-Leader 
lawmakers, although hesitant 
and not quite willing to vote 
on the law, ultimately decided 
to prevent an even larger drop 
in the state Road Fund, which 
pays for building, repairing and 
improving roads. During the 
final hours of the session Senate 
Bill 29 passed. 

The tax will drop from 27.6 
cents a gallon to 26 cents - a 
fall to 22.5 cents was going to 
happen otherwise on April 1 - 
and then make 26 cents the new 
floor. Also, instead of quarterly 


adjustments to the tax based on 
the average wholesale price of 
gasoline, the adjustments would 
occur annually, beginning July 
2016. 

“The changes in the fuel tax 
legislation will save Fulton 
County about $90,000 for FY 
15/16 which starts July 1,” noted 
Fulton County Judge/Executive 
Jim Martin. “The Fiscal Court 
is very appreciative for the 
legislature for having passed SB 
29.” 

The gas tax compromise 
required a three-fifths 
supermajority vote to pass each 
chamber. It got that and much 
more. And it got votes from both 
sides of the political aisle. The 
gas tax bill passed the Senate 
29-9. Then it passed the House 
67-29. 


Fulton County coordinates 
shelters county-wide

In recent years Fulton County’s 
Emergency Management has 
dealt with several natural 
events that have been declared 
as disasters. Events including 
the Flood of 2011 and the Ice 
Storm of 2009. Other weather 
events that could cause havoc in 
a community include tornadoes 
and earthquakes. 

“During the ice storm some 
initial small shelters were 
activated with in the first 12-24 
hours of the event at churches 
like West Baptist Church in 
Hickman,” noted Hugh Caldwell, 
Fulton County’s Emergency 
Management Director. “We then 


opened up Fulton County High 
School when it became obvious 
many residents would be without 
power for an extended period of 
time.” 

Following that event five years 
ago, Caldwell made the decision 
to begin coordinating established 
shelters throughout the county. 
“Fortunately, Fulton got their 
power back on early enough that 
we didn’t need a larger shelter 
or additional shelters,” he said. 
“But we knew then that we 
needed to upgrade and formalize 
our shelters.” 

With this in mind, Caldwell 
solicited an unpaid volunteer to

I am a Vietnam Combat Veteran 
of four deployments, PIRAZ

and read about what we did.) 

I was on active duty 20 years, 
slept 6 years, so it would take me 
14 years to tell you everything I 
did. You can assume I have “been 
there, done that”. 

There are many career fields 
in the United States Navy; I 
will write about two that some 
Hickman Courier readers may 
have experience in. 

The 2015 Navy Pay chart shows 
$1,546.00 monthly starting pay 
(HS graduate, zero experience.) 
Room and board and medical are 
all paid as is 30 days annual paid 
vacation, so if you are single that 
is “spending money” (if you are 
married, you will receive some 
tax-free housing allowance). 

Fook for a career that will send 
you to a cooking school and will 
call you “Culinary Specialist” 
when you graduate. You will 
report to a ship in San Diego 
(for my example) and go to work 
for five days. Then you get the 
weekend off to surf Waikiki. 
Back to work 12 days and then 
get some evenings off to enjoy the 
nightlife in Hong Kong and buy 
yourself some custom tailored 
clothing and leather boots. After 
that it’s back to work for six days 
and then the USN SRF (Ship 
Repair Facility) Yokosuka, Japan, 
for some time off in Tokyo to go 
shopping in the Ginza; visit the 
Buddha Shrine in Kamakura, or 


Ordinary consumers are paying 
for Obamacare’s “Savings”

Federal programs rarely 
come in under budget. Consider 
Medicare, which will soon 
celebrate its 50th anniversary. 
In 1967, lawmakers projected 
annual spending in the program 
would reach $12 billion in 1990. 
The actual tab that year? A cool 
$110 billion. 

A new report from the 
Congressional Budget Office 
says that Obamacare will buck 
the trend. 

The CBO has lowered its 
projections for the cost of the 
president’s healthcare law by 
$142 billion over the coming 
decade, from $1.35 trillion to 
$1.2 trillion. 

Obamacare may cost the 
feds less than anticipated, but 
it’s extracting far more from 
consumers’ wallets than they 
bargained for. Consequently, 
Obamacare has put insurance 
out of reach for many Americans 
— breaking its promise to make 
health care more affordable. 

The decline in Obamacare’s 
cost is not as impressive as it 
seems. The total price tag is still 
some $250 billion higher than 
the president promised when 


he signed Obamacare in March 

2010 . 

The CBO’s projection came 
down primarily because the 
agency decided that the law 
would be less effective at 
expanding access to insurance 
coverage than previously 
thought. An earlier estimate held 
that Obamacare would increase 
the number of insured Americans 
by 27 million in 2023. The new 


estimate is 25 million. 

In other words, the law hasn’t 
become cheaper. The CBO 
has just decided that it will 
cover fewer people. That’s not 
evidence that Obamacare is 
saving taxpayers money. 

Meanwhile, overall healthcare 
spending has increased drastically 
under Obamacare.

The Senior Citizens Center 
in Hickman provides valuable 
information on a variety of topics 
through resources such as the 
Kentucky Department for aging 
and Independent Living (KDA & 
IL). In April the focus is on basic 
arthritis information and helping 
you determine if you need help 
managing a chronic condition. 

Arthritis Basics 

Arthritis is a term used to 
describe more than 100 different 
conditions that affect joints, as 
well as other parts of the body. 
Fifty-eight percent of Kentuckians 
aged 65-74 and sixty-three percent 
of those 75 or older have Arthritis. 
Arthritis causes limitations in 
ability to perform many activities. 

A person has an increased risk 
of Arthritis when the following 
factors are present. 

Age: Your risk increases with 
age; Gender: Women are more 
likely to have Arthritis than men; 
Genetics: Genetics can increase 
your likelihood of developing 
Arthritis; Joint Damage: Joints 
that have been damaged through 
infection, injury, or repetitive 
motion can develop arthritis; 
Obesity: Obesity can increase 
your risk of developing Arthritis. 

If you have Arthritis, CDC 
recommends the following 
strategies to help you manage it. 
Taking the proper steps to manage 
your Arthritis will help to control 
pain, minimize joint damage, and 
improve or help you to maintain 
your quality of life. 

Be Active - Getting at least 30 


minutes per day of exercise can 
help to decrease pain, improve 
function, and delay disability. 

Watch Your Weight - Reducing 
weight may help to reduce pain 
and slow the progression of the 
disease. 

See Your Doctor - There are 
many different types of Arthritis, 
your doctor can help you manage 
the type of Arthritis you have. 

Protect Your Joints - Joint injury 
can lead to osteoarthritis. Avoid 
joint injury to reduce your risk of 
developing osteoarthritis. 

Determine if you Need Help 
Managing a Chronic Condition 

Chronic conditions such as 
diabetes, arthritis, or high blood 
pressure make life difficult for 
many. Learn to manage these 
conditions through the Chronic 
Disease Self Management 
Program (CDSMP). 

This program teaches you to take 
control of your chronic conditions 
through weekly workshops over 
six weeks that focus on the below 
topics: 

1. Ways to deal with problems 
such as frustration, fatigue, pain 
and isolation. 

2. Exercise for improving 
strength, flexibility and 
endurance. 

3. Use of medications. 

4. Learn how to speak with 
family, Mends and health care 
workers about your condition. 

5. NuMtion.

According to the Altarum 
Institute, a non-profit health 
research organization, health 
spending jumped 5 percent 
last year. That’s not what the 
president promised. 

The Centers for Medicare 
and Medicaid Services expect 
spending to surge 6 percent each 
year over the next decade. The 
agency cites the Affordable Care 
Act as a prime reason for these 
increases. 

Health spending will soon eat 
up a larger portion of the U.S. 
economy. From 2009 to 2013 - 
- the year before Obamacare’s 
most significant reforms took 
effect — such spending made up 
just over 17 percent of U.S. GDP. 
Altarum says that health spending 
is on track to consume 25 percent 
of the nation’s economy. 

Obamacare has also pushed 
up premiums. They’re set to 
rise 8.5 percent a year between 
2016 and 2018, according to the 
Congressional Budget Office.

These increases are hitting low- 
income Americans particularly 
hard. And if they don’t buy 
insurance, they face a tax penalty 
of $325 or 2 percent of income. 

Even if they follow the law and 
buy insurance, their coverage 
may not do them any good, as 
deductibles have skyrocketed. 
The average deductible in a 
“bronze” plan sold through the 
exchanges is north of $5,300. 

Many families don’t have the 
savings to cover those kinds of 
costs. About one-third of all non¬ 
poor households, and two-thirds 
of those just above the poverty 
line, don’t have the money to 
cover a mid-range deductible. 

The federal government’s tab 
for Obamacare may have dipped 
slightly. But ordinary Americans 
are paying for those supposed 
savings via higher deductibles, 
premiums, and even new taxes. 

This is hardly the affordable 
care the president promised.

wholesale power bill and decide 
what actions will need to be 
taken.” 

TVA officials added that the 
changes are an attempt to better 
reflect fluctuations in the cost 
of generating power. The utility 
decided in 2011 to start charging 
customers based on the amount 
of power they used and when 
they consumed it. 

Now they are making 


adjustments to that change. TVA 
has a higher cost for power as 
consumption increases and it 
uses efficient sources, such as 
combustion turbines or older 
coal-fired units. 

TVA is also in the process of 
looking at all of their programs 
including the fuel cost adjustment, 
and residential commercial and 
industrial pricing plans.

help with the development of a 
county-wide shelter system. 

Stepping up to the plate to 
fill this position were Hickman 
residents Mike and Susan Taylor. 
“They agreed to do it,” Caldwell 
said. “No questions asked.” 

Currently 11 facilities, not 
including the Fulton County 
Detention Center, have been 
identified as shelters including 
Sassafras Ridge Baptist Church 
to the west and Fulton First 
United Methodist Church 
(UMC) in Fulton to the east. 
“Other facilities include Fulton 
County Schools, Cayce UMC, 
Fulton Senior Citizens, Hickman 
Senior Citizens, Hickman UMC, 
Liberty Baptist Church, Mount 
Carmel Baptist Church, Sacred 
Heart Catholic Church, and the 
Willingham Center in Fulton,” 
Caldwell said. “We have 
identified some more that we will 
be contacting, we just haven’t 
gotten to them all yet.” 

Each facility that has agreed to 
be a shelter will provide a variety 
of services depending on their 
individual capabilities. “Some 
will have feeding areas and some 
will not,” explained Caldwell. 
“Others are handicap accessible, 
some have shower facilities and 
others don’t have those services 
available.” 

“As each incident presents 
itself we will adjust,” Caldwell 
stated. “We are also working 
toward a goal of providing Red 
Cross Shelter Training for the 
volunteers from the facilities 
and from the county. This way 
volunteers can be assigned to 
whatever facility we need them 
to serve at during a crisis.” The 
Red Cross training is free and 
they will also provide support 



for these shelters which includes 
needed supplies. 

“Our affiliation with the Red 
Cross is a great asset and it 
will provide liability insurance 
coverage for the shelter facilities 
through the Red Cross,” remarked 
Caldwell. “The county won’t 
be responsible for that valuable 
coverage.” 

Caldwell also plans on 
developing a manual containing 
all the information regarding the 
facilities that have committed as 
shelters, which will include the 
location of the facilities and what 
each facility will be equipped to 
provide during a disaster. 

“In case of a natural disaster, 
you never know where the storm 
might hit,” commented Caldwell. 
“One of the shelters might be 
damaged during the event. 
Having all this information 
documented on paper is our way 
of improving what we already 
have had in place.” 

Caldwell’s main concern is 
taking care of the people of 
Fulton County during a crisis 
and having shelters located in 
strategic locations throughout 
the county will help with this 
task. “All the facilities have been 
wonderful to answer the call of 
duty,” he concluded. “We don’t 
know what we would do without 
them.”

Pilot football begins hopeful 
turnaround on Monday

Call it the “rebirth of a 
program”, “the return to glory” 
or even “the Gallagher way”. 

Whatever catch phrase you 
want to tag to the Fulton County 
football program, hopes are high 
that a return to respectability are 
not that far away. 

Administrators within the 
school system recently dug deep 
into the well to bring back former 
longtime football coach David 
Gallagher, to rejuvenate both 
the program and the community, 
who in past years has seen many 
glorious Friday night’s at Sanger 
Field. 

After last walking the 
sidelines with the Pilots in 2002, 
Gallagher will begin the quest to 
return Fulton County football to 
a Friday night affair, when the 
first day of Spring Practice starts 
Monday. 

“I am really excited to be back 
doing this”, said the coach from 
the fieldhouse last week. “First 
of all I am going to get to know 
everybody, and get them to know 
me, because I haven’t been in the 
school system in a long time. A lot 
of the kids that will be out here, 
I coached their dad’s or other 
kin folks. I am also going to be 


working with the other coaches 
get them prepared for what we 
are going to be doing. We’ll start 
out slow just to see who can 
throw it, who can snap it, who 
can kick, just fundamental things 
that we need to do at this time.” 

The Pilots will have 15 days 
to get in their maximum 10 
allowable practices, with hopes 
that what is seen during this time 
will translate into a plan for next 
season. 

“We know this is a feel out 
time for the players, but you have 
to expect surprises of seeing 
kids that really show potential 
that can carry on to the plan 
of success. You know, we are 
starting from scratch and we are 
looking at these kids and where 
they can be placed to put this 
thing together.” 

The task facing Gallagher 
and his staff is one that could be 
considered more than challenging, 
as the Pilots last posted a winning 
record in 2006, with the past eight 
seasons yielding a combined (9- 
66)record. 

“What we need now is 
players”, said Gallagher. “We 
are anticipating about 25 to 30 
to come out and that is about all 
that we can expect. Enrollment 
in the high school is about 80 


to 90 students less than when 
I was here. So it’s really hard 
to find numbers of players with 
such a decline, but there are kids 
here that can play and we’ll find 
them.” 

Athletic Director and 
assistant coach Rick Garland 
said Gallagher’s return, and the 
start of Spring practice, is the 
beginning of a new day for the 
football program. 

“I think it’s opening a new 
door for us. We have been 
through this before with Coach 
Gallagher and he is going to 
bring high expectations for the 
players and students. I think he is 
going to have a lot of community 
involvement,and we cannot have 
a successful program here without 
the communities support.” 

Garland said the excitement 
about football has already 
translated to the players, who 
are already preparing for next 
season. 

“We have kids who are working 
hard in the weight room getting 
ready. I think we have about 18 
who are fired up and ready to go. 
We will have about 30 to 35 kids 
who will want to be part of this 
when we get started. Numbers 
can bring success and that is what 
we are working to get.”

Make positive changes in the county health 
rankings with Health and Wellness Coach Tooley 


Just a few months ago when 
the County Health Rankings 
were released, Fulton County 
dropped from 93 in 2014 to 101 
in 2015, out of 120 counties. 
Factors when determining theses 
health rankings include length of 
life, quality of life, health factors, 
health behaviors, clinical care, 
social and economic factors and 
physical environment. 

The areas in which the county 
did not improve, but dropped 
were in length of life, falling from 
50 all the way to 84; quality of 
life only slightly went down from 
113 in 2014 to 115 this year; and 
clinical care went up, down 10 
points, from 28 to 38th. 

In some of these mentioned 
factors Fulton County actually 
improved, such as in health factors 
where the county improved from 
109 in 2014 to 102 in 2015. Social 
and Economic Factors increased 
four points with 2014 coming in 
at 114 and this year 110. Another 
improvement was in physical 
environment, the county increased 
in this area coming in at 67 this 
year, while 2014 had the county 
sitting at 74th. 

Health behaviors had the largest 
increase of eight points, going 
from 118th in 2014 to 110 in 
2015. This area includes figures 
where it estimated that 30% of 
adults smoke and 35% of adults 
are obese. 

Amie Tooley, Health and 
Wellness Coach could be the 
answer to improve the county 
health rankings even more. 
Tooley’s support could be critical 
to the success for those who are 
looking to make positive life 
choices, which could increase 
improvements in Fulton County’s 
overall health ranking next year 
and years to come. 

Not only is Tooley a health and 
wellness coach where she is there 
to support others looking to make 
permanent lifestyle changes in 
their lives, but she too has been a 
member of the program she now 
advocates for on a daily basis. 

“To make true, longstanding 
changes in our health, we have 
to make lifestyle changes,” said 
Tooley. “Diets don’t work. We 
all know that, yet we continue to 
try the next one and the next one 
after that. By definition, diets are 
temporary. Temporary changes 
don’t result in longstanding 
changes. 

Knowing that Tooley has 
been there, done that is a plus 
for someone looking to make a 
dramatic impact on their overall 
health.

ementary Education. 

King’s original quest provided 
her with a 23-year teaching ca¬ 
reer, 15 of those years at Fulton 
County. King will be retiring 
on June 30, 2015 having taught 
K-6 at Fulton County, including 
Title 1 Mathematics. “Most of 
my experience has been in fourth 
grade,” she said. “Currently I 
teach fifth and sixth grade geog¬ 
raphy, social studies, reading and 
math.”

To hear Mark Twain tell it, 
riverboat captains were the su¬ 
perstars of their day. I like to 
read “Fife on the Mississippi,” 
namely because it speaks well of 
Hickman somewhere mid-book. 
But the introduction talks about 
how massive the Big River is, 
and how those navigating it 150 
years ago for commerce had their 
hands full. 

Most today that think of river- 
boat lore have a picture in their 
minds of flowery dresses and men 
in top hats enjoying a view from 
the Hurricane Deck of Spanish 
moss and Magnolia trees. 

It was a little more crude and 
a lot more dangerous. Consider 
our namesake riverboat, The City 
of Hickman, which sank not long 
after she was commissioned. 

Even today, there are sunken 
steamboats littering the bottom 
of the Mississippi from St. Fouis 
on down to the delta. 

In Twain’s day, the old cap¬ 
tains had to know the miles of the 
river by sharp memory. When the 
ships ran course in the middle of 
the pitch black night, the pilot had 
to keep a keen sense in the dark 


about where the next bend was, 
the latest snag, the eddy ahead, 
and all without the modern sonar 
and helps afforded those on the 
river today. 

Though there were those down 
below near the water who kept up 
with levels (“Mark Twain” was 
a call given out to signify river 
depth) it was up to the captain to 
make sure his boat didn’t end up 
like the rest at the bottom of the 
Muddy. To this credit, when their 
sea legs made land, they were re¬ 
garded as legendary. 

The money through stock that 
was shipped over the river cor¬ 
ridors made hamlets along the 
water metro areas, and those that 
knew it rich. Even today, though 
not regarded the same as those 
who can dribble an orange ball 
into an orange hoop or hit a little 
white ball into a cup in a grassy 
field, the job of riverboat captain 
is still challenging and really 
should be heralded as such. 

In Paducah recently, I stopped 
in at the river heritage museum 
downtown near the Markethouse 
Theatre. They have a simulator 
that lets a person drive a barge on 


INSPECTION PERIOD 

FOR THE PROPERTY TAX ASSESSMENT ROLL 

The Fulton County real property tax roll will be opened for inspection from 
May 4 through May 18,2015. Under the supervision of the property valuation 
administrator or one of the deputies, any person may inspect the tax roll. 

This is the January 1,2015,assessment on which state, county, and school taxes 
for 2015 will be due about October 1,2015. 

The tax roll is in the office of the property valuation administrator in the Fulton 
County Office Building and may be inspected between the hours of 8:00 AM and 
4:00 PM Monday - Friday with appointments available on Saturdays. 

Any taxpayer desiring to appeal an assessment on real property made by the 
PVA must first request a conference with the PVA or a designated deputy.The 
conference may be held prior to or during the inspection period. 

The taxpayer can appeal his assessment by filing in person or sending a letter 
or other written petition stating the reasons for appeal, identifying the property 
and stating the taxpayer's opinion of the fair cash value of the property. 

The appeal must be received in the county clerk's office no later than one 
workday following the conclusion of the inspection period. 

A taxpayer failing to appeal to the county board of assessment appeals, or 
failing to appear before the board, either in person or by designated representa¬ 
tive, will not be eligible to appeal directly to the Kentucky Board of Tax Appeals. 
Appeals of personal property assessments shall not be made to the county 
board of assessment appeals. Personal property taxpayers shall be served notice 
under the provisions of KRS 132.450(4) and shall have the protest and appeal 
rights granted under the provisions of KRS 131.110. 

The following steps should be taken when a taxpayer does not agree with the 
assessed value of personal property as determined by the property valuation 
administrator. 

(1) He must list under protest (for certification) what he believes to be the fair 
cash value of his property. 

(2) He must file a written protest directly with the Department of Revenue, 
Office of Property Valuation within 30 days from the date of the notice of 
assessment. 

(3) This protest must be in accordance with KRS 131.110 

(4) The final decision of the Department of Revenue may be appealed to the 
Kentucky Board of Tax Appeals.

the Paducah Port as well as the 
Port located at Cates Landing in 
nearby Tennessee. 

Greg Curlin, Port Director of 
the HFCRA and his board have 
been keeping their eyes on the 
expansion of the Panama Canal 
and what its effect will have on 
the transportation of containers 
up and down the rivers, including 
the Mississippi River. 

The Hickman port has been 
researching and doing their 
homework on what type and size 
crane to purchase as they look to 
their future in the commodities 
driven business. “The Riverport 
has been considering container- 
on-barge for a while,” noted 
Curlin. “When you look at our 
location on the Mississippi 
River, it makes sense. Hickman 
is located in the center of the 
country and on the Mississippi 
River. We do not have any locks 
or dams to impede travel on the 
river from New Orleans or Saint 
Louis.” 

Curlin has always felt that 
having containers to load here 
in the harbor would be a good 
idea. “I have a good relationship 
with Ken Canter, the Paducah 
Riverport Director. He has been 
working on upgrading his flat- 
top crane for several years with 
the plan to prepare for the ability 
to load containers on barge,” 
continued Curlin. “I was excited 
for Ken to have a successful test 
to prove the Paducah Riverport’s 
new crane could load the 
containers and provide inspiration 
for future port practices in West 
Kentucky.” 

Canter was quoted in the 
Paduach Sun, following the trial 
run, stating “This is a monumental 
day for the Paducah Riverport 
Authority. It’s also a day we can 
work in conjunction with Ingram 
Barge Co. to show that container- 
on-barge movements are viable 


and are coming hopefully sooner 
than expected.” 

The Paducah Riverport, located 
on the Ohio River, has a new flat- 
top crane, the largest of its kind 
in North America. It has a lift 
capacity of 53 tons up to 100 feet 
from the tower, and a boom that 
stretches 250 feet. 

The containers used during the 
trial run were 20 feet long 8 feet 
wide, and 8 1/2 feet tall. 

Ingram Barge Co. sees growth 
potential in utilizing the inland 
waterway system, especially 
since the rail and highway 
systems are operating at or near 
capacity, according to Chuck 
Arnold, the barge company’s 
vice president for business and 
strategic development. 

One of the observers at 
the March trial run was Scott 
Sigman, transport lead with the 
Illinois Soybean Association. 
The association loaded some 
150,000 containers of soybeans 
and agri-products last year out of 
Illinois. 

“We see the opportunity to 
leverage the capacity of the 
inland waterways system and 
not burden the road network 
with so many boxes full of agri¬ 
products,” Sigman said. 

Currently the Paducah 
Riverport moves about 750,000 
tons of cargo a year, equating 
to the loading and unloading of 
about 400 barges. 

Curlin noted that the HFCRA 
is looking for a replacement 
crane, but it won’t be a large 
enough crane to load or unload 
containers. “This was the hope 
as the crane replacement process 
began,” he explained. “The 
larger size of a crane to handle 
cargo containers exceeds the 
current infrastructure in place at 
the Riverport.” 

This was also the case with 
the Paducah Riverport. “Paducah 


had to reconstruct the crane 
cell that holds the crane before 
it could install the new crane 
which is the largest of its kind in 
North America,” Curlin agreed. 
“We will continue with the same 
plans to eventually install a 
crane that will be able to handle 
containers and larger materials in 
the harbor.” 

The Elvis Stahr Harbor has 
handled approximately 650 
barges and 1,250,000 tons in 

2014. 

“Containerization changed the 
way cargo moves forever. When 
containerization makes it’s way 
up and down the Mississippi 
cities along the way, we will have 
a great opportunity for economic 
growth,” added Fulton County 
Judge/Executive Jim Martin. 
“Hickman is geographically 
located to benefit from this when 
it occurs. I think the Riverport 
Authority in Hickman is already 
thinking forward on this issue.” 

Editor’s Note: In an article 
written by Jona Ison in February 

2015, about the Panama Canal 
expansion notes, “Since 2007, 
the canal has been the center 
of a $5 billion project, the first 
serious upgrade since it was 
opened in 1914. The expasnsion, 
expected to be complete next 
year, will allow larger ships to 
make it through to the East Coast, 
leading to cheaper shipping to 
and from Asia. 

“The expansion involves 
adding a third set of locks as well 
as deepening and widening the 
canal to allow for larger ships 
carrying about twice as much 
as those that currently use it. A 
total of224.9 million freight tons 
of cargo were shipped through 
the Panama Canal in fiscal year 
2014, with nearly 60 percent of 
goods being grains and petroleum 
products. ”

Fiscal Court delves into 2015-16 county budget

The Fulton County Fiscal 
Court continues to delve into the 
county’s finances. Fulton County 
Judge/Executive Jim Martin 
has made it a priority to learn 
more about the county’s overall 
budget status in every facet of the 
county’s business. 

During a special called meeting 
held on Monday, April 27 at 9 
a.m. all four magistrates along 
with Judge Martin, Fonda Swain, 
County Treasurer and Karen Argo, 
part-time administrative assistant, 
first reviewed health insurance 
premium numbers Heather Elliott 
of Peel and Holland. Anticipating 
a 20% increase in health insurance 
premiums, the Fiscal Court 
agreed to make choices available 
to employees to help offset some 
of the additional costs. 

Currently the county pays 
82% of the monthly premium. 
Employees with an individual 
plan pay $62.21 and could 
increase in July to $76.65. If the 
Fiscal Court continues to pay 
82% their portion would increase. 
As would the employee’s, but not 
as much. 

After some discussion the court 
agreed to offer the employees 
choices in various plans which 
would include raising their 
deductibles to offset higher 
premium costs. “We will also 
look at our reserves and see what 
we can carve out of that to offset 


some of those costs, as well,” 
stated Judge Martin. 

A workshop and review of the 
county budget for FY 2015/16 
was also held on Monday. 

One of the items Judge Martin 
focused on was Fulton County 
Dispatch expenses. “Currently 
it costs us $300,525 to maintain 
dispatch,” Judge Martin informed 
the magistrates. “Each city, 
Hickman and Fulton, are paying 
$60,000 and the county provides 
them dispatch services. This leaves 
the county paying $180,525. 

“It might be time to renegotiate 
with the two cities,” he added. 
“The initial thought was that other 
entities might join us and they 
haven’t. This is why we aren’t 
paying dual payments on the jail 
at this time.” 

The magistrates are also looking 
at the agreement regarding the 
animal shelter. The county doesn’t 
have a leash law, but the city of 
Hickman does. 

The county pays each city, in 
the past, $3,600 a year to provide 
them with an animal shelter 
facility. This is another item the 
county would like to review in 
depth, to ensure they are getting 
their monies worth. 

Swain would like to see the 
county stay within their line items 
better than they have in the past. 
This would require fewer line 
item transfers during the year. 
The Fee Offices in the county 
such as the Sheriff and County 


Clerk require subsidy from the 
county. Judge Martin pointed out 
that the Sheriff subsidy from the 
county is $172,000. He mentions 
that he would like to see ways to 
reduce the dependency. 

“We would like to see each 
department stay within their 
budget,” added Judge Martin. 

The anticipated shortfall in the 
road department is not nearly as 
great as we thought it would be 
thanks to House Bill 29,” stated 
Judge Martin. With that said, the 
road department is still vulnerable 
and some expenses have been 
moved to the general fund in the 
upcoming budget year. 

Planning month-to-month 
will be easier for the finance 
department if each entity submits 
all bills on a monthly basis, no 
matter when the bill needs to be 
paid. “It makes planning easier 
for us,” added Argo. 

“The county financial status 
is sound,” stated Judge Martin.

Right-to-Work, for or against? 


The following letter, “On 
right-to-work, ” was published 
online by The Courier-Journal 
on Friday, April 24, 2015 and 
appeared in print on Sunday, 
April 26, 2015: 

In an op-ed on Thursday, 
Speaker Greg Stumbo presented 
Kentuckians with a false choice 
— being for or against unions. 

He criticized right-to-work 
policies, which have actually 
strengthened unions in many 
states, and anchored his attacks 
with some questionable facts. 

The argument begins with a 
definition of right-to-work — a 
factually inaccurate definition. 
Stumbo claims that right-to-work 
allows employees to benefit from 
union representation without 
having to pay dues. 

This can be the case, but only 
when the union wants it to be. It’s 
called becoming an “exclusive 
bargaining representative,” a 
choice consciously made by 
unions. 

The Supreme Court has ruled 


repeatedly that the National 
Labor Relations Act allows 
unions to negotiate contracts 
covering only dues-paying 
members. 

Moreover, research shows 
that becoming right-to-work can 
actually strengthen unions. From 
2013-14 after it passed right-to- 
work, Indiana added 50,000 new 
union members. This is directly 
attributable to a strengthened 
economy and unions more 
accountable to workers, results 
of right-to-work. 

As far as the current state 
of Kentucky’s economy, I 
doubt people outside of the 
speaker’s office would consider 
it “positive.” Gov. Steve 
Beshear has done a great job 
of “announcing” jobs, but the 
materialization of those jobs is 
entirely different. 

Beshear and Stumbo would 
do well to quantify the number 
of jobs that have actually 
emerged after the gratuitous 
incentive packages handed out 


by our legislature. Incentives 
and announcements are great 
for politicians’ photo-ops, but 
they make no contribution to 
Kentucky’s bottom line. 

Meanwhile, right-to-work 
states are busy creating real jobs 
and prosperity through the free 
market. 

Stumbo references a study of 
a study, but this time about the 
hourly wages in right-to-work 
states. The biggest problem with 
the comparison is that a majority 
of right-to-work states have 
markedly lower cost of living 
than non-right-to-work states. 

In reality, adjusted for cost 
of living, workers in right-to- 
work states have higher incomes 
than their non-right-to-work 
counterparts. 

Kentuckians deserve a 
healthy, robust debate on right- 
to-work, a debate where both 
sides are honest and accurate 
— especially considering nearly 
six in 10 Kentuckians support 
right-to-work.

Water wisely for

Too much or not enough water 
and never when you need it. That 
seems to be the long time plight 
of gardeners. Add to this extended 
droughts, flooding and watering 
bans. What is a gardener to do? 
Become a waterwise gardener. 

Waterwise is not just about 
growing drought tolerant plants 
or eliminating plantings. It is a 
holistic approach to managing 
water to avoid flooding that 
overwhelms sewer systems, 
improper watering that wastes 
water, and poor landscape designs 
that generate too much work and 
require too many resources. 

Make this the season that you 
incorporate a few waterwise 
habits into your gardening. You’ll 
find it is good for your garden, the 
environment and your pocketbook. 
Start with one or more of these 
strategies this year. 

• Select the right plant for 
the growing conditions. Plants 
that thrive in normal growing 
conditions for your area will be 
healthier, require less care and 
need less water. Look for drought 
tolerant plants that require less 
water once established. 

• Keep water out of the storm 
sewers and in the garden instead. 
Prevent flooding while improving 
your garden. Adding several 
inches of compost to the top 8 
to 12 inches of soil increases the 
soil’s ability to absorb and retain 
water. This means less runoff into 
the storm sewers and less frequent 
watering. 

• Provide plants with a healthy 
diet. Use a slow release non¬ 
leaching organic nitrogen fertilizer 
like Milorganite (milorganite. 


com). You’ll encourage slow 
steady growth, so your plants will 
require less water and be less prone 
to insect and disease problems. 
Plus, the slow release nitrogen 
encourages healthy growth and 
does not prevent flowering and 
fruiting. 

• Water wisely. Water plants 
thoroughly and only when needed. 
Water the soil, not the plant, using 
a watering wand, drip irrigation 
or a soaker hose so less water is 
lost to evaporation. Water early in 
the morning whenever possible to 
reduce water loss during the heat 
of the day and diseases caused by 
wet foliage at night. 

• Manage your lawns to reduce 
water use. Select drought tolerant 
grass varieties to reduce watering 
needs. Prepare the soil before 
seeding or sodding or aerate and 
spread a thin layer of compost over 
existing lawns to increase water 
absorption and reduce runoff. 
Mow high to encourage deep roots 


that are more drought tolerant and 
pest resistant. Allow lawns to go 
dormant during hot dry weather. 
If irrigating, water thoroughly 
when needed, that’s when your 
footprints remain in the lawn. 

• Harvest rainwater if your 
municipality allows. The ancient 
technique of capturing rainwater 
in jugs, barrels and cisterns has 
made a comeback. Collecting rain 
when it is plentiful and storing it 
until it is needed is one way to 
manage water for the landscape. 
But first check local regulations 
before installing a rain harvesting 
system. Several states have banned 
rain harvesting, while others offer 
rebates or rain barrels at a discount 
to gardeners.
